to be the most bizarre narrative in tli* 
annals of Kentucky police history. 


According to her confession, sba 


toiled from C o'clock last Monday eight 
until ;; o'clock in the morning uncov- 
ering the casket alone and 
unaided 


"save for the help of iny Savious at 
my side." and was compelled to stop 
because she could not pry open 
the 


box holding the casket and was over- 
taken by daylight when she returned 
home for a screw driver. 


Weeping bitterly, 3Irs. Harrison told 


the authorities that the Lord had ap- 
peared in a vision Saturday night and1 
ordered her to raise the young: attor-. 
ney from the dead. It was her "sweet 
assurance." she said, "that once she 
looked upon the dead face of young 
Saufiey. he would be 'raised from the 
dead.' "

housekeeper. But when the sky is blue and there is a feeling of
